a method of lile own and follow It 
punctiliously until It becomes auto­ 
matic. 
If in writing a letter one has 
to Stop and scratch his head to de­ 
termine w hether be shall use a comma 
or a colon following the Complimentary 
beginning, be has not trained himself 
adequately. 
If at one time he usee a 
eeml-colon and the next a comma and 
a dash, there is nothing settled about 
his method, and it is likely to be a 
kind of hit or miss process. 
Even when I was young, not to go 
back too far Into ancient history, there 
was much more formality In letter 
writing than at the present time. 
We 
could begin our letters, “Himored Sir,” 
and close them with, “Your Most Hum­ 
ble and Obedient Servant,” with every 
word capitalized for en^phasis, 
but 
nothing like that goes. 
Formality Is 
now reduced to a minimum both in 
phrasing and In punctuation, and we 
must all follow the styles in this par­ 
ticular as meticulously as we d t In 
choosing our straw hats, and our win­ 
ter overcoats. 
In many instances when a colon 
was once used we now use a comma, 
or a coinnia and a (lash, and In many 
cases where punctuation 
was 
once 
thought necessary, the marks are left 
out entirely. 
For Instance, we once 
punctuhted the address and the com­ 
plimentary beginning of a letter as 
follows i 
Mr. Stanley F. Bonar, 
11223 Michigan Avenue», 
Chicago, Illinois. 
My dear Sir:— 
Now we may omit in the address the 
punctuation at the end of the lines al­ 
together, if we see fit, and the com­ 
plimentary beginning Is seldom fol­ 
lowed by punctuation heavier than 
tte comma or the comma and the 
dash, as, for instance: 
Mr. Stanley F. Bonar 
1223 Michigan Avenue 
Chicago, Illinois 
My dear Sir,— 
If in the above illustrations, “Mich­ 
igan” or “Avenue” should be abbre­ 
viated, then a period should be used 
to Indicate this abbreviation, tn addi­ 
tion to the comma. 
As I have said at 
another time, it Is not wrong to use 
abbreviations, but the most careful 
people very seldom do so. 
In writing the complimentary close 
to a letter, as “Very truly yours,” o: 
“Yours very truly," or “Truly yours ’ 
or “Yours truly,” or any similar cor 
bination, <«nly the first word is cap! 
talized, and the phrase is followed by 
a comma. 
The complimentary close 
is written somewhat to the right of the 
middle of the page. 
If written In full, the date lines may 
be punctuated as follows: 
27 East Main Street, 
Ramoul, Illinois, 
July 8, 1924 
If the writer so desires, the punc­ 
tuation marks may be omitted from 
the end of the lines. 
It is never cor­ 
rect to place a comma between the 
month and the date (July 8), though 
If the names of the month, or the 
street, or the state are abbreviated, 
they should be followed by a period. 
The use of figures, and dashes to punc­ 
tuate or to divide the separate parts 
of the date, is often employed, as, 
“3-7-24,” but it is careless, confusing, 
and not authorized by any good author­ 
ity. 
Few people, on the spur of the 
moment could name the seventh or 
the ninth month much more readily 
then they could tell the fourth or the 
sixth commandments. 
One would usu­ 
ally huve to stop and count in either 
case. 
The indenting of paragraphs is Im­ 
portant. The beginning of a new para­ 
graph should be shown by beginning 
the first word a short distance from 
the margin, say a half-inch or an inch. 
These indentations should be rugular 
and even, as they are in a printed 
book, which any one may consult If he 
does not understand what I mean. 
An 
evenly Indented page looks neater and 
better ordered than one not so done. 
As to the punctuation of sentences, 
we still must capitalize proper names, 
and each sentence must, in the regu­ 
lar way, Indicate its close.

tences 
need 
little 
punctuation, 
hut 
compound sentences should have their 
part's separated at least by commas. 
Grammatical construction should de­ 
termine the punctuation used.

One means by which the bureau of 
entomology of the United State« De­ 
partment of Agriculture Keeps It» many 
field workers Informed as to Insect p**«t 
conditions all over tbe country is by 
lseulng a monthly survey based on de­ 
tailed reports from the several States 
and from the Dominion of Canada, 
which has a similar service. 
The co­ 
operation of the entomologiats in the 
varloua states in supplying data on the 
general and unuaual Insect conditions 
in each region Is now so well organised 
that the survey Is in a position to re­ 
port at any time on the entomological 
situation prevailing in any part of the 
United States and Cauaoa 
This co­ 
operative agreement with Canada is 
especially useful in the case of pests 
which may be Juat over the border, 
againat which preventive steps may be 
taken. 
In recognition of the survey’s posi­ 
tion it has been requested to partici­ 
pate in the meetings of the crop esti­ 
mate board, to serve that board in an 
advisory capacity on the status of in­ 
sect pests affecting the crops upon 
which this board Issues estimates. 
flie survey has been In existence 
nearly four years. One of its functions 
has been the preparation of an Index 
of common names applied to insects 
in this country. 


Peat Fertilizing Value 
Is Not Yet Understood 
E \ery little while a question arises 
as to the fertilizing value of peat. 
I Ids Is a natural questlou, because 
the many peat deposits throughout 
northern sections of the country show 
a high content of nitrogen. 
Often it 
Is claimed that this nitrogen in peat 
Is comparable with nltregen In com­ 
mercial fertiliser. 
Peal has often been used as a filler 
for low-grade fm illaers, and as a 
means of making a high analysis of 
nitrogen which is not really Justified. 
The nitrogen content of peat has a 
very low availability, and any one who 
expects the value of this nitrogen to 
compare with the value of nitrogen in 
commercial fertilizer», is certain to be 
disappointed. 
Peat lands may often be utilized to 
very good advantage by applying pot­ 
ash, which balances up the fertility 
sufficiently to produce a crop. 
Some

striking 
results 
have 
been 
achieved in northern Illinois by thie 
treatment. 


Saving Frosted Combs 
Breeding males whose combs have 
been slightly frostbitten may be treat­ 
ed so that they will recover In a short 
time. 
Place the birds In a fairly cool 
room and treat them Individually with 
a mixture made as follow s: Heat five 
tablespoonfuls of grease until It be­ 
comes liquefied. 
Then stir In two ta- 
bleepoonfuls of glycerin and a table- 
speonful of turpentine. 
Apply once or 
twice a day. 
If the injury has been 
severe it will be best to cut off the en­ 
tire comb, being careful to sear the cut 
part with a hot Iron to prevent great 
loss of blood.

That the admixture of the 
white 
and negro races is proeeding steadily 
in the United States, and that noth 
ing can stop it except the removal of 
the later from 
the 
country, is the 
opinion of Dr. W. A. Flecker, State 
Registrar of Vital Statistics of Vir­ 
ginia, as exprest in a paper on "Vir­ 
ginia’s Attempt to Adjust the Color 
Problem”, read before the American 
Public Health Association and print­ 
ed in The American Journal of Pub­ 
lic Health (New York). 
Dr. Pleek- 
fcr praises the recent "racial integri­ 
ty” law of his State and calls upon 
the States now permitting free raci­ 
al intermariage to enact similar pro­ 
visions. After quoting the example of 
Egypt, India, and other lands, which 
he asserts have lost power and pres­ 
tige through racial admixture, 
Dr. 
Flecker briefly reviews the history of 
racial contact in this country and ad­ 
duces many instances where persons, 
or groups of persons, having negro 
blood 
have 
succeeded 
in gaining 
recognition as whites—a 
state 
of 
things 
which, he 
characterizes u- 
more dangerous to our welfare than 
an increase of the death-rate from 
preventable diseases. 
He then 
goes 
on: 
“Even in Virginia, where the ques­ 
tions of race 
and 
birth receive as 
much attention as anywhere in the 
country, the process of analgamation 
is nevertheless 
going 
on, and 
in 
some localities is well advanced. Com­ 
plete ruin can probably be held off 
for several centuries longer, but wo 
have no reason to hope that we shall 
prove the one and only example in 
the history of the world of two races 
livnig together 
without 
amalgama­ 
tion. 
“In Mexico, much of South Amer­ 
ica and the West Indie« the process is 
practically complete, the mixture be 
ing Spanish or Portuguese Indian and 
negro. 
Some portions 
of 
Southern 
Europe have undergone a similar ad­ 
mixture. 
Immigrants 
from 
these 
lands to this country, 
while 
really 
negroid, are classed as white. 
“The 
immigration 
law 
recently 
passed by our Congress will stop the 
legal admission 
of 
Mongolians and 
will check much of the negroid imir.i 
gration from elsewhere in tho 
Old 
World, but it wil not prevent negr, 
and negroid immigration from other 
parts of the Western Hemisphere. It 
is estimated that 
there are 
today 
from 500,000 to 750,000 Mexicans in 
the State of Texas alone, and that 
Mexicans compose more than half of 
the population of Arizona. 
“We come now to the question of a 
solution of the problem. 
“There is but one absolute solution 
which is acceptable and feasible, and 
that the one advocated 
by 
Lincoln 
and other far.seeing statesmen of tin- 
past—the separation of the races by 
gradual repatriation of the 
colored 
races. This measure is still possiblt 
but the longer 
it is 
deferred 
the 
greater the task. 
“In the lifetime of some now living 
we may expect the 
present 
twelve 
million colored population to increase 
to twenty or possibly thirty millions, 
and that perhaps to one hundred mill­ 
ions during the next century, to say 
nothing of the 
prolific 
Mongolians 
who are already 
firmly 
established 
upon our Western coast. 
The white 
population will be crowded out. 
“Virgina has made the first seri 
ous attempt to stay or postpone 
th- 
evil day when this 
is no 
longer 
a 
white man’s country. 
Her 
recently 
enacted law ‘for the preservation of 
racial integrity’ is, in the words of 
Atuj. E. S. Cox, ‘the most perfect ex­ 
pression of the white ideal, and 
the 
most important eugenical effort t h a t 
has been made during the past four 
thousand years’. 
Of course, this law 
will not prevent the illegitimate mix 
ture of the races, but it is possible to 
sfop the legal intermixture, and the 
law defines 
a white 
person 
as one 
with ‘no 
trace 
whatsoever of blood 
other than Caucasian’, and makes it 
a felony 
to 
make 
a wilfully false 
statement as to color. 
“Clerks are not permitted to grant 
licenses for white persons to 
tarry 
those with any trace of colored blood. 
“The new law places upon the of 
fice of the Bureau of Vital Statistic.-, 
much additional work, but we believe 
it will be a strong factor in prevent 
ing the intermarriage of races, and in 
preventing persons of negro 
descent 
from passing themselves off as white. 
“ We are greatly encouraged by the 
interest and co-operation of physici­ 
ans, 
local 
registrars, clerks, school 
authorities, the general public, 
and 
even the midwives. Our success din­ 
ing the first four months of the en­ 
forcement of this 
law, 
in securing 
more accurate statements as to color 
on our birth-certificates and in cor­ 
recting previously existing errors, is 
far beyond our expectation. 
“The States which now permit free 
intermariage of the races, as listed in 
‘American Marriage Laws’, are: Con­ 
necticut, District of Columbia, Illinois, 
,Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, Mas 
sachusetts, Minnesota, 
New 
Hamp­ 
shire, New Jersey, New Mexico, New 
York, Ohio, Rhode Island, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Vermont, Washington, Wiscon­ 
sin and Wyoming.

to give some thought to the quality 
and value of its future citizens, than 
to lavish all of its energies and mon­ 
ey upon prolonging the lives and in­ 
creasing the number of the unfit, who 
me already increasing far more rap­ 
idly in proportion than the more de­ 
sirable? 
“The white race in this land is the 
oundation upon which rests its civi- 
ization and is responsible for 
the 
ending 
position 
which 
we occupy 
among the nations of the world. 
Is 
i not, therefore, just and right that 
his race decide for itself 
what 
its 
im p o s it i o n shall be, and attempt, as 
\ irginia has, to maintain its purity? 
“The colored races should be equal- 
y zealous in preventing both the le­ 
gs 1 
and 
illegal 
admixture of 
the 
races. We are glad to say that 
the 
true negro of Virginia is beginning 
to appreciate this point and is agree­ 
ing to tne wisdom of this movement. 
Our chief trouble is with some of th

“By firm adherence to the standard 
which has been set, we believe that it 
is possible within a reasonable time

fronting us as a nation. 
“We are now engaged in a strug­ 
gle more titanic, and of far greater 
importance than that with the Ven­ 
tral Powers from which we have re­ 
cently emerged.

death of our civilization is now 
in 
progress, and are giving it no tho’t. 
“What odds will it make in

t o n . Chicago. Cleveland St. Louis and 
Kansas City were other places men­ 
tioned for the gathering.

THINK I have written more letters 
that have not been answered than 
anyone else In the world. Perhaps the 
reason of this lies In the fact that I 
have had to ask people to do a great 
many things they did not want to do, 
to pay obligations they had no desire 
or intention of paying; I have been 
the purveyor of 1U tidings, the an­ 
nouncement of which they saw no rea­ 
son to acknowledge. 
Most letters require an answer es­ 
pecially If they are In any way per 
Even circular letters may often 
wtth propriety be acknowledged. The 
man wtx> gsts the reputation for an­ 
swering his letters promptly has de­ 
veloped a good business asset. When 
a man does not answer his letters, I 
begin to distrust his reliability and his 
business acumen. I have In mind now 
s man of prominence and position. 
I 
have written him three times during 
the last few years concerning personal 
matters with whldh he was connected 
and which Involved some financial re­ 
sponsibility. 
He 
has 
acknowledged 
none of these letters, though I know 
from other sources that h« received 
them. 
His failure to do so shows a 
certain weakness, I feel. 
Many people reply only 
letters 
which are s matter of self-Interest or 
advantage. 
If a reply gets ghem no­ 
where, earns them no moni'y, why 
should they spend time and a postage 
stamp on it, they ask. 
It Is 
selflsh 
point of view. 
I had a special delivery letter a 
short time ago from an old acquaint­ 
ance of mine whom years ago I had 
helped out of a hole by loaning him 
twenty dollars. I had written him at 
Intervals, calling his attention to the 
fact that he was still delinquent and 
that I was still needy, but I had st> far 
had my trouble for my pains. 
This 
time he wanted a letter of recom­ 
mendation to help him to land a Job 
down In Arizona. 
I wrote him thatí I 
would answer his last letter when .tie 
had replied to mine. 
Immediately I 
got a reply promising quick payment, 
but I have never heard from him 
since. 
I wrote a letter not long ago to 
Burton, asking for his son’s address.. 
He had been in college the year be­ 
fore and the letter I had sent to him 
at the last address given had been re­ 
turned 
I got no reply. Then I wrote 
again saying that I found that the boy 
In leaving had forgotten fo collect hi* 
military deposit, *nd that If I could 
get his address I would send it to him. 
I received a letter in the next mail. 
It makee all the difference in the 
world whether It is your ox or mine 
that Is gored. 
I have officially a good many un-‘ 
pleasant things to write to the fathers 
of the yonug men with whom I am as­ 
sociated—letters 
concerning 
unpaid 
laundry bills, and room rent, and vio­ 
lation of regulations, and scholastic 
delinquencies. 
These 
are 
letters 
which are not pleasant to receive and 
are sometimes not easy to answer.Yn 
more cases than otherwise, they are 
not replied to at all, and when I do 
receive an answer in a majority of in­ 
stances It Is from mother rather than 
father, who like Adam In the Garden 
of Eden has ditched the whole mat­ 
ter, and thrown the responsibility upon 
the woman. She usually explains the 
fact of her writing by saying that her 
husband is a very busy man, and so 
has not had time to reply to iny letter, 
but has asked her to do so. 
But I 
know that this Is all bosh; It was a 
job he didn’t like, and so he wished It 
on her. I know, too, that it is the busy 
man who is most likely to reply to his 
letters. He has no time to wa9te; so 
he does at once what has to be done. 
If letters are to be answered at all 
they should be answered promptly. 
The prompt reply gives confidence and 
satisfaction. Some people do not reply 
quickly to letters because they claim 
that If you wait a while there are a 
good many letters that answer them­ 
selves, and so you are saved the 
bother, but such people will never be 
likely to get far in a business way. 
There are various reasons why peo­ 
ple do not reply to letters, though few 
of thorn are good. They do not always 
know what to say, and so, put off the 
task, hoping for an inspiration. They 
procrastinate until the time is past 
when a reply would be fitting. 
They 
are selflsh, and seeing no personal 
profit in replying, let it go. 
Proper 
material is not always at hand. 
The man who seems to me the most 
punctilious in answering his letters 
has all his materials at hand, both at 
home and at his place of business. If 
a moment of leisure comes he does not 
have to look for paper, or ink, or 
pens, or stamp; they are all there, and 
his only task is to write the letter.

closed more than a year ago, is asked

committee, by Joe Laux of near Oran, 
who was one of the chief losers when 
the bank was closed. Thirty deposi­ 
tors are said to have signed the peti­ 
tion, which asks 
“an 
investigation 
with the end of closing up the 
af­ 
fairs” of the bank immediately. 
Depositors contend that they have 
been 
unable 
to 
get a satisfactory 
statement of the bank’s condition and 
lhat conflicting stories have been cir­ 
culated concerning whether the 
de­ 
positors would receive anything 
on 
their claims. 
They claim that some 
creditors of the bank have been told 
that it will be three years before it 
can be fully liquidated and that note­ 
holders will be given that length of 
time in which to pay the 
amounts 
they owe the bank. 
Joe 
Pfefferkorn, 
farmer of near 
Oran, who was one of the signers of 
th** petition, said today that the pur­ 
pose of the investigation, so far as 
the depositors* were concerned, is to 
determine the exact status 
of 
the 
bank. 
He said that none of the de­ 
positors, so far as he knows, haave 
been advised of the true condition of 
affairs, and reports have been so coo- 
flfciing that there is much of mys- 
tei ..* about the whole affair. 
P. .J. Keller of Uhaffee, 
a special 
deputy commissioner in charge of the 
liquidation of the bank, is expected to 
file a statement of the condition 
of 
the institution in circuit court at the 
present term, but the case is not t < 
be called up until the latter pait of 
the term. 
The bank was dosed on January 12, 
3924, by order of the board of direc­ 
tors. Deposits at that time were said 
to have been in excess of 
while the loans were more than $135,- 
000, 
The bank was 
capitalized 
at 
$50,000, with a 10,000 surplus. 
After an investigation by the State 
Finance Commission, Keller was ap­ 
pointed as a special deputy to liqui­ 
date its affairs. Subsequently, mem­ 
bers (*f the board of directors and the 
officers were indicted 
by a special 
grand jury on charges of accej ting 
deposits in an 
insolven 
institution, 
but in two trials an acquittal was se- 
f 
cured. 
It was charged during these trials 
that most of the loans had been made 
to

DEPARTMENT TO ADD EIGHT 
MILES OF CONCRETE TO NO. 9 


District Engineer 
Newton of 
the 
Highway 
Department 
attended 
a 
meeting of Caruthersville and Steele 
business men at Caruthersville 
last 
Friday afternoon, at which he assur­ 
ed them that the department expects 
to build at least 8 miles more of con­ 
crete on Highway No. 9 this year. 
He stated in effect that it was his 
belief that eight 
miles more of con­ 
crete 
road 
will 
be built this year, 
south from the termination 
of 
the 
concrete on Highway No. 9 north of 
this city, which will practically close 
the gap which now exists on the high­ 
way leading north from 
here. 
This 
w'ill be built with primary road funds 
and Mr. Newton believes that a con­ 
tract will be let on this within a few 
weeks. 
The exact route has not been 
determined, as yet, but no doubt will 
be within a short while. 
Concerning the continuation of the 
road to Steele Mr. Newton said this 
would have to be built with secondary 
road funds and that the Department 
will be able to devote about $80,000 
to this stretch of road this year. 
He 
said a plan is under consideration to 
build a total of approximately 
six 
miles of this road of concrete 
this 
year, three mites, perhaps, north and 
south of Steele, w'hich will cover the 
worse sections of the road. 
In order 
to do this he said it would likely be 
necessary to invest more money than 
the amount named and that a 
plan 
probably 
could 
be 
worked out by 
which the citizens of the territory af­ 
fected could assume interest charg­ 
es on the extra amount and an 
a r­ 
rangement be effected with 
a 
con­ 
tracting company so that it would be 
willing to wait until the balance will 
be available next year for their full 
settlement. 
Highway No. 9, as officially desig­ 
nated, has its terminus at Caruthers­ 
ville, extending south from Hannibal, 
through St. Louis, to this point. Tech­ 
nically the road south of here to the 
state line is not 
the regulation pri­ 
mary road and will have to be 
con­ 
structed from secondary road funds, 
but it is important that it be made 
of the durable concrete type, being a 
part of the direct Memphis-St. Louis 
route and will connect at the 
state 
line 
with 
the 
well made concrete 
roads in Arkansas. 
Therefore, when 
this road is once built there is 
no 
doubt that it will be comparable with 
the section to the north of them and 
while not more than the six mile strip 
can be expected to be completed this 
year eventualy it will be finsihed in 
the durable, all-year type of road.

I 
THINK I have written more letters 
that have not been answered than 
anyone else in the world 
Perhaps the 
reason of this lies In the fact that I 
have had to ask people to do a great 
many thlugs they did not want to do, 
to pay obligations they bad no desire 
or intention of paying; I have been 
the purveyor of 1U tidings, the an­ 
nouncement of which they saw no rea­ 
son to acknowledge. 
Most letters require an answer es­ 
pecially If they are In any way per 
aonal. Even circular letters may often 
wtth propriety be acknowledged. The 
man who gets the reputation for an­ 
swering his letters promptly has de­ 
veloped a good business asset. When 
a man does not answer his letters, I 
begin to distrust his reliability and his 
business acumen. I have In mind now 
a man of prominence and position. 
1 
have w ritten him three times during 
the last few years concerning personal 
matters with whidb he was connected 
and which involved some financial re­ 
sponsibility. 
He 
has 
acknowledged 
noce of theee letters, though I know 
from other sources that b€ - received 
them. 
His failure to do so shows a 
certain weokneaa, I feel. 
Many people reply only ^to letters 
which are a m atter of self-interest or 
advantage. 
It a reply gets jthem no­ 
where, earns them no monpy, why 
should they spend time and a postage 
stamp on it, they ask. 
It Is a^ selfish 
point of view. 
I had a special delivery letter a 
short time ago from an old acquaint­ 
ance of mine whom years ago I had 
helped out of a hole by loaning him 
twenty dollars. 
I had written him at 
intervals, calling his attention to the 
fact that he was still delinquent and 
that I was still needy, but I had sb far 
had my trouble for my pains. 
This 
time he wanted a letter of recom­ 
mendation to help him to land a Job 
down In Arizona. 
I wrote him that? I 
would answer his last letter when .be 
had replied to mine. 
Immediately I 
got a reply promising quick payment, 
but I have never beard from him 
since. 
I wrote a letter not long ago to 
Burton, asking for his son's address.. 
He had been in college the year be­ 
fore and the letter I had sent to him 
at the last address given had been re­ 
turned. 
I got no reply. Then I wrote 
again saying that I found that the boy 
in leaving had forgotten fo collect hi* 
military deposit, and that If I could 
get his address I would send it to him. 
I received a letter in the next mail. 
It makes all the difference In the 
world whether It is your ox or mine 
that la gored. 
I have officially a good many un-‘ 
pleasant things to write to the fathers 
of the youug men with whom I am as­ 
sociated—letters 
concerning 
unpaid 
laundry bills, and room rent, and vio­ 
lation of regulations, and scholastic 
delinquencies. 
These 
are 
letters 
which are not pleasant to receive and 
are sometimes not easy to answer. In 
more cases than otherwise, they are 
not replied to at all, and when I do 
receive an answer in a majority of in­ 
stances It Is from m other rather than 
father, who like Adam in the Garden 
of Eden has ditched the whole mat­ 
ter, and thrown the responsibility upon 
the woman. 
She usually explains the 
fact of her writing by saying that her 
husband Is a very busy man, and so 
has not had time to reply to my letter, 
but has asked her to do so. 
But I 
know that this Is all bosh; it was a 
Job he didn’t like, and so he wished It 
on her. I know, too, that it is the busy 
man who is most likely to reply to his 
letters. 
He has no tim e to w aste; so 
he does at once what has to be done. 
If letters are to be answered at all 
they should be answered promptly. 
The prompt reply gives confidence and 
satisfaction. Some people do not reply 
quickly to letters because they claim 
that If you wait a while there are a 
good many letters that answer them­ 
selves, and so you 
are saved the 
bother, but such people will never be 
likely to get far lu a business way. 
There are various reasons why peo­ 
ple do not reply to letters, though few 
of them are good. They do not always 
know what to say, and so, put off the 
task, hoping for an Inspiration. They 
procrastinate until the rime is past 
when a reply would be fitting. 
They 
are selfish, and seeing no personal 
profit in replying, let it go. 
Proper 
material is not always at hand. 
The man who seems to me the most 
punctilious In answering his letters 
has ail his materials at hand, both at 
home and at his place of business. 
If 
a moment of leisure comes he does not 
have to look for paper, or ink, or 
pens, or stamp; they are all there, and 
his only task is to w rite the letter.

robbers are alleged to have confess- 
ed, naming Rugg as a acorn pi ice, the 
form er cashier has been held ir.

Scott county jail since his apprchen- 
sion, last December, being unable to 
fill at $ 10,000 bond. 
Two men have already been sen 
tenced to serve term s in

penitentiary for the robbery, in which

T here is a question w hether It 
was founded by David I in 1150. or by 
Hugh de Morvllie. 
Probably both men 
«lid much for It. 
The abbey today Is 
surrounded

pendently depended upon membership 
in a guild, which membership carried 
with It the rights of citizenship.

guild was expected to supervise the 
work of its members and to see that 
it was of reasonable quality. 
Henry 
VIII of England gave a death blow to 
the guilds by confiscating their prop­ 
erty. on the ground that It was used 
for 
surreptitious 
purposes.—K ansas 
City Star.

T here are few means of offense nnd 
defense used by soldiers that are un­ 
like what may be found in the animal 
and also insect kingdom. 
A study of 
the methods of defense am ong an i­ 
mals is most interesting and instruc­ 
tive. 
N ature's 
habit 
of 
using the 
fighting instinct of animals as one of 
the greatest means for the develop­ 
m ent 
and 
the 
survival of species 
m ust be combated before even 
the 
lighting instinct in man is quneched. 
Animals are not alone subject to 
the penalty of having 
continuously 
to struggle for the light to live. All 
vegetation, all birds, fish, insects and 
all organic life must 
participate 
in 
life’s great battles or perish. 
Passing our lives away in cities and 
in thickly populated centers, we 
are 
liable to forget that the anim al and 
vegetable kingdoms are in continuous 
conflict and that all who travel in the 
jungles of the tropics and the snow 
fields of the polar regions are daily 
made aw are of ferocity of the w a r­ 
fare waged by organic life. 
The c a r­ 
nage seen on the fields of Europe in 
the late w ar was small in comparison 
to what is continuously witnessed in 


development of arm am ents nnd fight 
ing and defense appliances to 
meet 
evrey im provem ent in the statu s of 
any species. 
The free use of the fighting instinct 
leads to variations in upw ard 
p ro ­ 
gress; the restra in t of com bativeness 
in n species invariably leads to 
d e­ 
generation. 
The abolition of w ar in 
the organic world would deprive N a ­ 
ture of one of her most 
powerful 
beneficial agencies and rapidly lead 
to the disappearance 
of 
all organic 
life upon the earth. 
No m atter how 
fascinating 
the 
idea 
of universal 
peace, friendship and 
noticombative- 
ness may he as an ideal, we should 
Cleaily hear in mind that it is not only 
scientifically wrong, hut quite im prac­ 
ticable. The evolution of anim als un 
der domestication, such as the sheep, 
pig. horse or cow, shows how 
their 
natural 
spirits 
are broken. 
Their 
tem peram ents are changed, nnd how- 
weakened 
nnd 
ill-adapnted to fight 
their w ay in the world they become 
without the aid of man. 


Coloration mimicry, strateg y , speed 
strength nnd numerous combinations

the weapons N ature 
forges for the arm am ents of the an i­ 
mal world. 
W onderful are the ways 
she teaches anim als to fight and to 
defend themselves. 
The 
toxote, a 
fish th a t is well 
known to ta re n d e rs in the islands of 
Malaysia, is an expert m arksm an. If 
feeds upon insects. 
Swim m ing quiet­ 
ly along the rivers it w atches all the 
plants on the hank, and when it finds 
one with many insects on its leaves 
o r b ra n ch es, it steals up close, fills its 
gills with w ater, takes accurate aim 
and shoot the w ater with force a t the 
insects. 
Its aim is absolutely accur­ 
ate and the w ater jet never misses 
its objects. It kills the insects 
and 
washes them into the w ater so that 
the toxote may devour them.

That the admixture of the 
white 
and negro races is proceding steadily 
in the United States, and that noth 
ing can stop it except the removal of 
the later from 
the 
country, is the 
opinion of I>r. W. A. Plecker, State 
Registrar of Vital Statistics of Vir­ 
ginia, as exprest in a paper on “ Vir­ 
ginia’s Attem pt to Adjust the Color 
Problem”, read before the American* 
Public Health Association and print 
ed in The American Journal of Pub­ 
lic Health (New York). 
Dr. Fleck­ 
er praises the recent “ racial integri­ 
ty ” law of his State and calls upon 
the States now permitting free raci­ 
al intermariagc to enact similar pro­ 
visions. After quoting the example of 
Egypt, India, and other lands, which 
he asserts have lost power and pres 
tige through racial admixture. 
Dr. 
J’lecker briefly reviews the history of 
racial contact in this country and ad 
duees many instances where persons, 
or groups of persons, having negro 
blood 
have 
succeeded 
in gaining 
recognition as w hites—a 
state 
of 
things 
which# he 
characterizes uv 
more dangerous to our welfare than 
an increase of the death-rate from 
preventable diseases. 
He then 
goes 
on: 
“ Even in Virginia, where the ques­ 
tions of race 
and 
birth receive as 
much attention as anywhere in the 
country, the process of analgamation 
is nevertheless 
going 
on, and 
in 
some localities is well advanced. Com­ 
plete ruin can probably be held off 
for several centuries longer, but we 
have no reason to hope that we shall 
prove the one and only example in 
the history of the world of two races 
livnig together 
without 
am algam a­ 
tion. 
“ In Mexico, much of South Amer­ 
ica and the West Indies the process is 
practically complete, the mixture be­ 
ing Spanish or Portuguese Indian and 
negro. 
Some portions 
of 
Southern 
Europe have undergone a similar ad­ 
mixture. 
Im m igrants 
from 
these 
lands to this country, 
while 
really 
negroid, are classed as white. 
“The 
immigration 
law 
recently 
passed by our Congress will stop the 
legal admission 
of 
Mongolians and 
will check much of the negroid imir.i 
gration from elsewhere in the 
Old 
World, but it w’il not prevent n e g r , 
and negroid immigration from other 
parts of the W estern Hemisphere, it 
is estimated 
that 
there are 
today 
from 600,000 to 750,000 Mexicans in 
the State of Texas alone, and that 
Mexicans compose more than half of 
the population of Arizona. 
“W'e come now to the question of 
solution of the problem. 
“There is but one absolute solution 
which is acceptable and feasible, and 
that the one advocated 
by 
Lincoln 
and other farseeing statesmen of tie- 
past— the separation of the races by 
gradual repatriation of the 
colond 
races. 
This measure is still possible 
but the longer 
it is 
deferred 
the 
greater the task. 
“ In the lifetime of some now living 
we may expect the 
present 
twelve 
million colored population to increase 
to twenty or possibly thirty millions, 
and that perhaps to one hundred mill­ 
ions during the next century, to say 
nothing of the 
prolific 
Mongolians 
who are already 
firmly 
established 
upon our Western coast. 
The white 
population will be crowded out. 
“Virgina has made the first seri­ 
ous attem pt to stay or postpone 
th>> 
evil day when this 
is no 
longer 
a 
white m an’s 
country. 
Her 
recently 
enacted law ‘for the preservation of 
racial integrity’ is, in the words of 
Maj. E. S. Cox, ‘the most perfect ex­ 
pression of the white ideal, and 
the 
most important eugenical effort that 
has been made during the past four 
thousand years’. 
Of course, this law 
will not prevent the illegitimate mix 
ture of the races, but it is possible to 
sfop the legal intermixture, and the 
law defines 
a white 
person 
as one 
with ‘no 
trace 
whatsoever of blood 
other than Caucasian’, and makes it 
a felony 
to 
make 
a wilfully false 
statem ent as to color. 
“Clerks are not permitted to grant 
licenses for white persons to 
tarr\ 
those with any trace of colored blood. 
“The new law places upon the of­ 
fice of the Bureau of Vital Statistic* 
much additional work, but we believe 
it will be a strong factor in prevent 
ing the intermarriage of races, and in 
preventing persons of negro 
descent 
from passing themselves off as white. 
“ We are greatly encouraged by tin 
interest and co-operation of physici­ 
ans, 
local 
registrars, clerks, school 
authorities, the general public, 
am 
even the midwives. 
Our success d ur­ 
ing the first four months of the on 
forcement of this 
law, 
in securing 
more accurate statements as to color 
on our birth-certificates and in cor­ 
recting previously existing errors, is 
far beyond our expectation. 
“The States which now permit free 
intermariage of the races, as listed in 
‘American Marriage Laws’, are: Con 
necticut, District of Columbia, Illinois, 
rlowu, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, Mas 
sachusetts, Minnesota,

NEGRO HELD FOR ILLEGAL 
VOTING FOUND NOT G lTILTY 


The case of the State against Cha.t 
Kelly, charged with illegal voting at 
Minner Switch precinct last Novem­ 
ber, was 
tried 
in Circuit Court at 
Benton Tuesday. 
The State showed 
that the darkey had contracted for r. 
share crop on November G, 1923 and 
had then returned 
to Arkansas for 
his family whcih did not arrive 
in 
Missouri until November 2G, 1923. 
It was further shown that he was 
told 
by 
two 
white men before the 
election that he could not vote unless 
he had been a resident in the State at 
least twelve months before the elec­ 
tion and that 2 or 3 days less than a 
year would not permit him to vote.

weevil attacks only the cotton plant

Considerable 
progress has been 
made, 
following 
the distillation of sevreal tons of cot 
ton plants in identifying the volatile 
substanees present. 
Certain odorous 
constituents of the plant have already 
been solated in the laboratory which 
give definite indications of slight 
at 
traction for the weevil, and extensive 
laboratory and field tests are unde 
way with these substances in the ef 
fort to ascertain how they can 
be 
most effectively used.
